Those whose memories go back tha t fai ie<aU 
the jrreat wave of hysterical emotion tha t swept ovci 
this co untry on the first Armistice Day. Three decades 
have passed since November 11, 1918, and the histo iy 
of the years between has been crowded with m any 
dark days and bright, yet no one who 
experience 
it can forget the spo ntaneo us explosion of joy to ucm a 
off bv the news tha t World W ar I was over. 
So mething similar happened a little more tha n 
three Years ago when Japan accepted the American 
peace term s and Americans k new tha t the Second 
World W ar had ended. 
Yet it was no t the same. 
If 
there were big and happy crowds in the natio n s 
streets on August 4, 1945, to sho ut and sing and parade, 
they did no t give way to the unrestrained feeling of 
tha t earlier day. 
It was as if Americans k new they 
had no t finished a job but had only won the chance 
to begin it. 
Certainly there is a deeper realization today that 
this is true than there was in February. 1922, three and 


a quarter years after the Armistice. 
Then the Amer­ 
ican people were acting as if they assumed that the 
world had been made safe for democracy. 
Now Amer­ 
icans are proving, by facing the fact tha t still more 
sacrifices are necessary if democratic go vernment is 
to survive in the world, tha t they realize the peace is 
still to be won. 
It required mnny years for us to learn tha t the 
armistice of 1918 was only an armistice. 
This time 
we felt when the armistice ended tha t there w?as more 
to be done—and events even confirmed this judgem ent. 
On this Armistice Day—to day—America co ntinues its 
determ inatio n to k eep faith with those who died in 
both world wars. 


The natio n’s armed forces now total 1,531.881. Who 
remembers the good old days when Uncle Sam had a 
standing arm y of 25.000 men? 


Go v. Dewey Certain ly 
Missed Ou t On This On e! 


The Demo crats always mak e more noise in a 
cam paign than the Republicans. 
It seems to be a fact of nature, true bo th locally 
and nationally. 
Demo crats tak e to the air seemingly 
witho ut effort. 
Republicans, perhaps, because in 
general they are the more conservative party, are far 
less articulate. 
The greatest year for o rato ry in American histo ry 
was in 1936. 
The best political minds of the co untry 
were ho rrified at the New Deal trends of the time. 
Tho se best m inds may no t have had m uch effect on 
the voting but they did produce m any m agnificent 
speeches. 
And when it was over, more tha n one 
Republican awok e with a sta rt to the realizatio n tha t 
m o st of the o utstanding speeches had been m ade by 
old line Democrats who co uldn’t go along with Roose­ 
velt. 
A1 Smith, Bainbridge Colby, fo rm er Secretary 
of State under Wilson; fo rmer Governor Ely of M assa­ 
chusetts and Jim Read of Missouri were amo ng the to p 
orato rs of tha t year. 
It is no t an edifying thing to be too critical of a 
loser after such a debacle as tha t of November 2. 
Dewey conducted a dignified campaign. 
All his ad ­ 
visers, all the political experts told him tha t he co uldn't 
lose unless he made some o utstanding mistak e. 
And 
he didn't m ak e any mistak es of commission. 
But he 
m ade one mistak e of omission which was so o u t­ 
standing tha t no co m m ent on the 1948 cam paign is 
adequate witho ut some reference to it. 
As you look back over the campaign, it seems u n­ 
believable tha t Dewey didn’t get into a fight between 
T rum an and the Eightieth Congress. 
A street brawl 
was in progress. 
T rum an was calling Congress every 
nam e he could think of. 
It was the worst or next to 
the worst Congress in our history; it was a “bunch of 
old mo ssback s;” it “represented the forces of fear and 
reaction. It was “this go o d-fo r-no thing, do -no thing 
Eightieth Congress.” 
Now, as a m atter of fact, the Eightieth Congress 
is one of the great Congresses in American history. 
It has ideas, energy, courage and patrio tism. 
But 
Dewey let T rum an over-exercise himself in nam e­ 
-calling while Congress was left witho ut anybody of 
-anything lik e equal pro minence in the cam paign to 
defend it. 
You hear it said now and then tha t the Repub- 
_ lican Party is thro ugh. 
T hat is said after every losing 
campaign. 
It was being said of the Democratic 
P arty only a few m o nths ago, after Wallace and the 
Dixiecrats took the field. 
But the Republican Party, if it is to deserve a 
co ntinued existence, m ust have no t only ideas—which 
the Eightieth Congress certainly had —but it m ust 
also have the vocal qualities to defend those ideas 
- before the people. 
We have been running “m e-to o ” 
candidates for the presidency for well over a decade. 
T here are eighteen or twenty million regular and. in 
general, conservative Republicans in the United States. 
They have had little or no co nsideratio n from presi­ 
dential candidates who tho ught the only way they 
could win was by playing up to three or four million 
independents and “liberals” who are supposed to hold 
the balance of power. 
T hat proceeding may so und lik e good arithm etic. 
The trouble is tha t some of the regulars may become 
tired or bored and stay away from the polls on election 
day. 
Some people did tha t in a big way on November 
2 
The political dopsters will be trying to find out who 
they were, and why, for a long time to come.

A rtificial L im b s 


No one lik es the thought ot losing 
nn arm or leg but if amputation be­ 
comes nece.ssary, the situation is 
not hopeless. Most individuals who 
are 
facet! 
with 
this problem are 
m o r e concerned 
with 
the 
future 
than with the op­ 
eration itself. 
It 
is obvious that an 
artificial 
substi­ 
tute is not as good 
as the original but 
our modern pros­ 
thetics are. excel- 
. .. tan relleti jent and have per­ 
mitted many amputees to be up and 
about in order to pursue an active 
social life and gainful occupation. 
Such patients are greatly encour­ 
aged when they see what others 
have done to overcome the handi­ 
cap. Younger individuals are more 
adaptable and we never cease to 
marvel when we see them dancing, 
climbing stairs, lighting a cigaret, 
etc. 
Older persons 
have greater 
difficulty but their needs are less 
and they are already accustomed 
to a sedentary existence. 
At any 
rate, the future Is never as black as 
the 
prospective 
amputee 
believes 
when first informed that a limb 
must be removed. 
• — • — • 
It is vital that the operation be 
done correctly, with an eye to future 
management. 
Saving as much of 
the limb as possible may not be the 
best plan. Tt is better thbt a site 
be selected which is the most suit­ 
able 
for attaching 
a 
serviceable 
manufacured leg or arm. It is for 
this reason that it is always wise 
to abide by the recommendation of 
the surgeon. He lias had experience 
along this line and is acquainted 
with the complaints of patients who 
wished, for example, that the in­ 
cision has been made a little higher 
or above instead of below the k nee, 
etc. Furthermore, a successful op­ 
eration may mean the difference 
between years of comfort or pain. 
After the operation has been per­ 
formed, the eare given the stump 
is important because, so long as it 
is healthy, a prosthesis ran be worn. 
The joint, immediately above the 
amputated site should not be al­ 
lowed to become stiff and the sur­ 
rounding muscles should be exer­ 
cised in order to become strong 
enough to assume their new duties. 
Many individuals can be fitted with 
a temporary artificial limb six week s 
alter surgery. Tn this way they can 
adapt themselves more quick ly to 
their new way of life. Furthermore, 
the sk in toughens more quick ly and 
the muscles maintain their 
tone. 
After the tissues shrink , a perm­ 
anent limb can be fitted. 


There have been many advances 
in prosthetic devices. As an illus­ 
tration, the artificial leg Is no longer 
held in place with a suspenderlik e 
arrangement 
over 
the 
shoulder. 
Some have a suction cup at the 
base, with attachments about the 
lups so that the bottom of the 
stump does not bear the weight. 
Others are made so that the weight 
is borne by the stump, which allows 
for less maneuverability but is more 
suitable for heavy work . Artificial 
arms and hands are also undergoing 
revolutionary changes. 
The latest 
method is to insert pegs through 
certain muscles, to which leaders 
are attached to the hook s or arti­ 
ficial fingers. All of these devices 
require 
time, 
patience, 
training, 
and practice to use properly.

Even 
when you go to trial you can still 
refuse to testify and no inference 
can be drawn from that refusal.

Also it fails to tak e into account 
the important fact that Democratic 
campaign managers in many of the 
states that were won by Truman 
actually believed those states would 
be in the Dewrv column. Po it cer­ 
tainly could not have been wish-

those usually well-informed cam­ 
paign of f i c i al s to tell reporters and

Another set of critics rightly as­ 
sail the methods used bv pollmak ers 
but here again many show a lack 
of k nowledge of what the polls 
were trying to do. Many observers do 
not k now that poll-mak ing and re­ 
search work through surveys has 
lieen goimr 011 for many years and 
only lately has been applied to 
political trends. 


Sam pling Used By G ov ernm ent 
There are some people who are 
ready to ditch the whole process 
of poll-mak ing, and some are talk ­ 
ing quite irresponsibly about pro­ 
hibiting the publication of polls 
which would be. of course, a limi­ 
tation on freedom of 
the 
press. 
These 
folk s 
forget 
that 
before 
the poll-mak ers came into being 
tnere were and indeed still 
ar e 
straw votes. 
The American people would be 
seriously handicapped if methods 
used in research were in any way 
disparaged. Thus scientific sampling 
is used bv the 
U. S. government 
in order to gather valuable statis­ 
tics. It is often too expensive to 
mak e a numerical check , as. for in­ 
stance, on the persons afflicted with 
particular diseases at any one time. 
\> t the sampling method which may 
soon be used by public health offi­ 
cials may throw light on the spread 
of epidemics and prove of con­ 
structive value to the country. 
Certain 
types of economic in- 
formatiem have been gathered the 
same wav. What is wrong is not the 
work of the survey-mak ers but the 
interpretations placed on the data 
they gather. 
Dr. George Gallup, who Is the 
most prominent of the poll-mak ers. 


has devoted most of his life to poll- 
mak ing and very little of lux ac­ 
tivity has been in the field of polit­ 
ical trend*'. He believes that per­ 
haps in the future the publishing of 
the ban 
data without inferences 
being drawn might be helpful. 
Dr. Gallup Is a man of the high­ 
est integrity and any rriticimx vis­ 
ited upon him 011 the ground that 
e 
attempted to influence a result. 
% 
patently absurd. For during the 
campaign President Truman wys 
complaining that the ixdls were in­ 
tended to k eep the Democratic vo; - 
ri 
from voting on election dav. 
Since the election, however, the Re­ 
publicans are complaining that t » 
published surveys of expected suc­ 
cess for Dewey k ept Republican* 
from voting. So it can hardly oe 
true that the Gallup poll was based 
on any political motivation. 
The science of poll-mak ing is m 
its infancy. In other countries, IS 
has made substantial progress and 
is look ed upon as a valuable means 
of gathering information in inex­ 
pensive ways. But the attempt

forecast an election through po. * 
when the voting is close will no 
doubt be considered a dubious ta k 
tor a long time until ways are 
found to correct errors in appraising 
the data gathered. 
Ohio Is An Ex am ple 
Thus, what is the meaning of 
some of the facts coming out of 
Ohio — 1 pivotal state in last Tues­ 
day’s election? For instance, why 
did more than 300.000 persons who 
actually went to the voting booths 
vote 011 the governor of Ohio but 
fail to mark their ballots for an * 
presidential candidate? 
Does tht 
answer lie in the fact that tne gov­ 
ernorship ballot and the presiden­ 
tial ballot in Ohio are two separata* 
pieces of paper? Does it lie in the 
fact that many 
voters 
thought 
that by putting a mark under th* 
Republican or Democratic insignia 
for governor, they were also vot­ 
ing for the presidential nominees? 
Did tney see only the long list of 
electors"011 a separate ballot and 
believe that these were local candi­ 
dates for whom they did not wish 
to vote?

Those whose memories go back th at tar recall 
the great wave of hysterical emotion that .swept over 
this countrv on the first Armistice Day. Three d e c a d e s 
have parsed since November ll, 1918, and the history 
of the years between has been erowded with many 
dark days and bright, yet no one who experienced 
It can forget the spontaneous explosion of Joy touched 
off by the news that World W ar I was over. 
Something similar happened a little more than 
three years ago when Japan accepted the American 
peace terms and Americans knew th at the Second 
World War had ended. 
Yet it was not the same. 
If 
there were big and happy crowds in the nation s 
*• reels on August 4, 1945, to shout and sing and parade, 
they did not give way to the unrestrained feeling of 
th a earlier day. 
It was as if Americans knew they 
had not finished a Job but had only won the chance 
to begin It. 
Certainly there Is a deeper realization today that 
this is true than there was in February, 1922. three and 
a quarter years after the Armistice. 
Then the Amer­ 
ican people were acting as if they assumed th at the 
w arid had been made safe for democracy. 
Now Amer­ 
icans are proving, by facing the fact that still more 
sacrifices are necessary* lf democratic government is 
to survive in the world, that they realize the peace is 
ra n to be won. 
It required many years for us to learn th at the 
armistice of 1918 was only an armistice. 
This time 
we felt when the armistice ended that there was more 
to be done- and e v e n ts even confirmed this Judgement. 
On this Armistice Day—to d a y -America continues its 
determination to keep faith with those who died in 
tm h world wars. 


Who 
r rn mbers the good old days when Uncle Sam had a 
standing armv of 25.000 men? 


Gov. Dewey Certainly 
Missed Out On This One! 
The Democrats always make more noise in a 
campaign than the Republicans. 
It seems to be a fact of n atu re, true both locally 
and nationally. 
Democrats tak e to th e air .seemingly 
w thou! effort. 
Republicans, perhaps, because in 
general they are the more conservative party, are far 
less articulate. 
The greatest year for oratory in American history 
was in 1936 
The best political minds of the country 
were horrified at the New Deal trends of the time.

mitted many amputees to be up and 
altout in order to pursue an active 
social life and gainful occupation. 
Such patients are greatly encour­ 
aged when they see what others 
have done to overcome the handi­ 
cap. Younger individuals are more 
adaptable and we never cease to 
marvel when we see them dancing, 
climbing stairs, lighting a cigaret, 
etc. 
older persons have greater 
difficulty but their needs are less 
and they are already accustomed 
to a sedentary existence. At any 
rate, the future is never as black us 
the prospective amputee believes 
when first informed that a limb 
must be removed. 
#•—# — # 
It is vital that the operation be 
done correctly, with an eye to future 
management. Saving as much of 
the limb as possible may not be the 
best plan. It is better tiiM a site 
be selected which is the most suit­ 
able for attaching a serviceable 
manufacurcd leg or ann. It is for 
this reason that it is always wise 
to abide by the recommendation of 
the surgeon. He has had experience 
along this line and is acquainted 
with the complaints of patients who 
wished, for example, that the in­ 
cision has been made a little higher 
or above Instead of below the knee, 
etc. Furthermore, a successful op­ 
eration may mean the difference 
between years of comfort or pain. 
After the operation has been per­ 
formed, the care given the stump 
is important because, so long as it 
I' healthy, a prosthesis can be worn. 
The Joint immediately above the 
amputated site should not be al­ 
lowed to become stiff and the sur­ 
rounding muscles should be exer­ 
cised in order to become strong 
enough to assume their new duties. 
Many individuals can be fitted with 
a temporary artificial limb six weeks 
alter surgery. In this way they can 
adapt themselves more quickly to 
their new way of life. Furthermore. 
the skin toughens more quickly ami 
the muscles maintain their tone. 
After the tissues shrink, a perm­ 
anent limb can be fitted. 
• — • - 
• 
There have been many advances 
in prosthetic devices. As an illus­ 
tration. the artificial leg is no longer 
held in place with a suspenderlike 
arrangement 
over 
the 
shoulder. 
Some have a suction cup at the 
base, with attachments about the 
hips so that the bottom of the 
stump does not bear the weight. 
Others are made so that the weight 
I* borne by the stump, which allows 
for less maneuverability but is more 
suitable for heavy work. Artificial 
anus and hands are also undergoing 
revolutionary changes. Tile latest 
method is to insert pegs through 
certain muscles, to which leaders 
are attached to the hooks or arti­ 
ficial fingers. All of these devices 
require 
time, 
patience, 
training, 
and practice to use properly.

Social Security Beneficiary 


Outraged By Dollar Shrinkage

They are going to increase Social 
Security. President Truman prom­ 
ised it in his campaign and Gover­ 
nor Dewey matched him. Since the 
election. Mr. Truman* promise has 
been made specific and given out hi 
detail by Democratic leaders. 
The proposed increase is from a 
present 2 lier cent of a worker's 
wages up to 3 per cent. Half is de­ 
ducted I rom the worker’s pay, half 
paid by Hie employer. In a typical 
case, a worker getting Sat) now pays 
50c a week. and lib employer pays 
the same. The worker gets a credit 
ut $1 on the government's Social So- 
curitv book *, to be let limed to him 
when he reaches ♦».* years of age. As 
now propo. cd, worker and employe 
will each pay 7a rents a week. and 
Hic worker will gel a credit of si.ab. 
Reiter promise At av Needed 
They call it increased Social Se- 
(linty, which sounds good: no doubt 
m at is the reason it was promised 
by both Presidential candidates - - 
$1 ai) of Social Security sounds bet - 
I. i 
promise tile candidates could have 
made. They could have said in ef­ 
fect: 
“We will make Social Security 
sound. We will vee to it ihat the 
worker gets bat k w hat he Ila* paid 
in get* it back not merely in fig­ 
ure? on the books, but in fact. We 
tv ill soc that the 50 cent' the work­ 
er gc*' back i' the sam** 50 cent' hr 
paid iii the same. that is. in pur­ 
chasing power. We will see to it not 
only that he vets back his 50 cents, 
but that it will buy hun the same 
amount of goods as when he paid it 
in.” 
That promise, ii made by Presi­ 
dent Truman, would be a confession 
aud an atonement. What has been 
done to the Social Security benefi­ 
ciary is an outrage, economically 
and socially. The government has 
kept the letter of it* pledge, it pays 
50 cent* back to the worker who 
paid 50 cents in. But the letter of 
’he pledge ha* not been enough, 
there in tilt spirit of it. 
A worker w ho paid in 50 cents ai 
toe time Social Security wa* .'tarted. 
in 193", could 
have got 
tor

moue* ii v tv good meal. No doubt 
he lei lect cd, with satisfaction, th at 


he was providing himself each week 
with one good meal against the 
time when he should reach 65 years. 
But if he reaches 65 today, the same 
meal would now cast him twice as 
much.

Government Responsible 
For the detriment to Social Se­ 
curity beneficiaries caused by the 
shrinkage of the dollar—that is, 
for the increases in price' of food 
and other good.', of cost ol living — 
government is almost wholly re­ 
sponsible. As to some of it. t ie gov­ 
ernment 
might

forgiven, for 
some of it took place during the war, 
and prices rise during all wars. But 
with the ending of the war the 
people had a right to expect that 
prices would begin to go back to­ 
ward normal, especially food prices.

Integrity And Bias Charges 


Against Pollsters Groundless

WASHINGTON, Nov. IO - Two 
kinds of criticism are being Icicled 
against the poll-maker' and others 
who went wrong in the election 
forecast*. 
One set of critics attack integrity 
and claim deliberate bias. Tills is 
slicer ignorance of methods used. 
Also it fails to take into account 
Hic important fact that Democratic 
campaign managers In many of the 
states that were won by Truman 
actually believed those states would 
be in the Dewey* column. Po it cer­ 
tainly (mild not have bern wish­ 
ful thinking rn* blas winch caused 
I lure usually well-informed entn- 
paign officials to tell reporters and 
others their primate 
forecast 
of 
what they believed was going to 
happen. 
Another set of critics rightly as­ 
sail the methods used bv pollmakers 
but here again many show a lack 
of knowledge of what the polls 
were trying to do. Many observers do 
not know thai poll-making and re­ 
search work through surveys has 
licen going on for many years and 
only lately has been applied to 
political trends. 
Sampling Used By Government 
There are some people who are 
rcadv to ditch the whole process 
of poll-making, and some arr talk­ 
ing quite irresponsibly about pro­ 
hibiting the publication of polls - 
which would be. of course, a limi­ 
tation on freedom of 
the 
press. 
These 
folks 
forget 
that 
before 
the poll-makers came into being 
tnere were and indeed still are 
straw votes. 
D ie American people would be 
seriously handicapped if method* 
used in research were in any way 
disparaged. Thus scientific sampling 
is used bv the U. S. government 
iii order to gather valuable statis­ 
tics. It Is often too expensive to 
make a numerical check, as. for in­ 
stance. on the persons afflicted with 
particular diseases at any one time. 
Yet the .sampling method which may 
soon lie used by public health offi­ 
cials may throw light on the spread 
of epidemics and prove of con­ 
st met i\e value to the country. 
Certain types of economic in­ 
formation have been gathered the 
same way. What is wrong Is not the 
work of the survey-makers but the 
in'erpretations placed on the data 
they gather. 
Dr. George Gallup, who is the 
most prominent of the poll-makers. 


ha* devoted most of his life to poll- 
making and very little of ins ac­ 
tivity has been in the field of polit­ 
ical trend'. He believes that per­ 
haps in the future the publishing of 
the ban 
data without inferences 
being drawn might be helpful. 
Dr. Gallup is a man of the high­ 
est integrity and any criticims v e ­ 
iled upon him on the ground that lit 
attempted to influence a result :s 
patently absurd. For during tile 
campaign Prp'ident Truman w.is 
complaining that the iwill.s were in­ 
tended to keep the Democratic vc - 
cr 
from voting on election day. 
Since Hic election, however, the Re­ 
publican* are complaining that ti • 
published surveys of expected suc­ 
cess for Dewey kept Republican 
from voting. So it can hardly o# 
true that the Gallup poll wa* based 
on am political motivation. 
The science of poll-making is in 
its infancy. In other countries, :* 
has made substantial progress and 
is looked upon as a valuable means 
of gathering information in mex- 
jhmimvc ways. But the attem pt *o 
forecast an election through pol I 
when the voting is close will no 
doubt be considered a dubious ta < 
for a long time until ways are 
found to correct errors in appraising 
the data gathered. 
Ohio la An Example 
Thus, what is the meaning of 
some of the facts coming out of 
Ohio—i pivotal state in last Tues­ 
day’s election? For instance, whv 
did more than 300.000 persons who 
actually went to the voting boot rut 
vote on the governor of Ohio but 
fail to mark their ballots for an-) 
pre*idential candidate? 
Does the 
answer lie in the fact that tile gov­ 
ernorship ballot and the presiden­ 
tial ballot in Ohio are two separa*^ 
pieces of paper? Does it lie in the 
fact that many 
voters 
thought 
that by putting a mark under the 
Republican or Democratic insignia 
for governor, they were also vot­ 
ing for the presidential nominees? 
Did tney see only the long list of 
electors on a separate ballot and 
believe I ha’ these were local candi­ 
dates for whom they did not wish 
lo vote? 
The answers are anybody's In­ 
ference. but certainly the Gallup 
pol! cannot be criticized for failing 
to estimate in advance the behav­ 
ior of these more than 300.000 voters 
who didn't vote at all for the presi­ 
dency and yet voted for governor.

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NE of the major fallacies 
that has caused so much de­ 
struction of life and pro­ 
perty is that human nature is 
the same the world over and never 
changes. That idea confused Pre­ 
sident Roosevelt at Yalta and James 
B\rnes at Pot'dam. 


Th® 
papular 
psychologists, 
among whom the pollsters used 
t« he the most popular, made ft 
science of It. The Kinsey Report 
is rn characteristic of that kind 
of science. The assumption is 
that if mathematics tells you 
something about the workings of 
the human mind, it is possible 
to deduce every thing. 


Actually, no two hum an beings 
think or act alike under identical 
circumstances. Each individual is 
something apart from all others. 
Guglielino Ferrero. in his book. 
“The Reconstruction of 
Europe.’’ 
sagely puts the problem this way: 
“. . .In a universe which is gov­ 
erned by the law of causality, me 
human mind is alone distinguished 
by its freedom. . . even* piece of 
iron exposed to heat always re­ 
acts in the same way. It expands, 
turns red. then white, softens, and 
finally liquefies. The forecast is un­ 
mistakable. and all human labor is 
ha'Cd on the security afforded by 
by countless similar forecasts. 


The reactions of the human 
mind to physical or mental 
forces acting upon it are on 
the contrary variable and far 
more unpredictable. One man 
will react quite differently from 
another to the same circum­ 
stances; the same man will not 
necessary) react tomorrow as he 
reacts today. 


Collective 
reactions seem 
even 
more capricious and difficult 
to 
forsee than 
individual reaction*. 
Every human mind is the conden­ 
sation of a mysterious force which 
explodes under the shock of life 
with intensity and in different and 
unforeseen directions, at will or a* 
ii can. 


That is why no science of the 
mind and of history analogous 
to the .science of matter and 
nature has been formulated: 
one is even forced to consider 
whether the word ‘science* can 
be applied in the same sense to 
the physical and intellectual life 
of men. to the chemistry and 
history of societies."

Obstinacy her® arises from th# 
not unusual assumption that all men 
are alike in their responses to chal­ 
lenges, when the fact Is that each 
man is different. Mr. Roosevelt 
made the same error about Stalin. 
His grand design included vast kind­ 
nesses to Stalin, displaying such 
generosity that the Russian would 
have to believe that Americans seek 
nothing but the welfare of m an­ 
kind. Roosevelt pursued that policy 
beyond safe reason in the hope that 
Stalin would respond, in time, with 
corresponding generosity. 


To Stalin, however. Roosevelt'# 
conduct waa proof of American 
weakness. No one. he assumed, 
would be as good-natured aa 
Roosevelt unless he were frigh­ 
tened. Stalin knows that Rus­ 
sian policy from 1917 to this day 
has been based on fear, just aa 
Napoleon's policy was based on 
increasing fear. Th® Treaty of 
Brest-Litovsk scared the Rus­ 
sians permanently. 


Therefore. 
Stalin 
concluded, 
Roosevelt, too, was scared. He acted 
fast on that formula, even befora 
V-J Day. made tremendous pro­ 
gress because the United States as­ 
sumed that all men were alike and 
that reasonable men could work 
out their differences. Mr. Truman 
had the same thought when he pro­ 
posed to send Chief Justice Vinson 
to Stalin. The hitch in this reason­ 
ing is that reasonable men are as 
unlike as unreasonable men. and 
that what Is one m ans m eat is 
another m ans poison.
